REPORT. 


Metrzourne, 8th December, 1906. 


To the Honourable the Prime Minister of the Commonwealth, and the 
Honourables the Premiers of the States of New South Wales, Victoria, 
(Queensland, South Australia, Western Australia, ‘Tasmania, and the 
Prime Minister of the Colony of New Zealand :— 
° Sirs, 

We have the honour to report that, on the 30th November and Ist December, 
and on the 8rd to the 8th December inclusive, 1906, we met in Conference for the 
purpose of considering the various matters indicated ‘hereinafter, and specifically set 

: forth in the Agenda paper. A copy of the Agenda will be found i in Appendix A, so 
arranged that opposite each item are the resolutions passed in connexion therewith. 

The main LOMO of the Conference were as indicated in paragraphs 1 to 6 
hereunder, viz. 

To secure, as far as possible, uniformity in the whole method of collection, 
compilation, and presentation of Statistics in all the States of the Commonwealth, 
and, if possible, also in New Zealand. 

To make arrangements for the supply of statistical information, at the 
earliest possible moment, to all parties concerned. 

To decide on the method by which these objeets can be best secured, and 
to determine the forms desirable to be used as a means thereto. 

To determine the general conditions under which the State Statisticians 
shall supply any statistical information needed by the Commonwealth Statistician, and 
. reciprocally, under which the Commonwealth Statistician shall supply information 
needed py “the State Statisticians. 

To make such general arrangements in regard to the detail of the profes- 
sional ne of the Commonwealth and State Statistical Bureaux as will render 
the statistical resources of the latter available to the Commonwealth Statistician ; 
and conversely those of the Commonwealth Bureau to the State Statisticians, 

6. To so delimit the activity of each, that unnecessary duplication of work, 
printing, and expense will be avoided.

In order to facilitate the deliberations of the Conference, a comprehensive 
memorandum was prepared by the Commonwealth Statistician in anticipation, and 
communicated to the Conference on the opening thereof. A complete series of forms, 
indicating what might be attempted through an adequate organization of the State 
Statistical Bureaux, and illustrative of the range of the requirements of the Common- 
wealth Statistician, was also prepared in anticipation, and submitted for consideration. 

These were reviewed in detail. After examining the matter in its entirety, 
the Conference unanimously, with the sole exception of the resolution concerning the 
estimation of population, accepted the whole of the resolutions now set forth in 
Appendix A. 

On account of its fundamental importance, the question of the determination 
of the population during intercensal periods was carefully and thoroughly considered 
by the Conference ; and while the other members attached great weight to such 
considerations as led the Victorian Statist—so far as his estimate of Victoria’s 
population is concerned—to abandon the basis agreed upon at the 1903 Conference 
of Statisticians, they recommend that no departure should be made from that 
arrangement, since, in their opinion, no really satisfactory revision is possible until 
after the next census or next enumeration of the population. In this connexion, the 
desirableness of a quinquennial enumeration was affirmed by the following 
resolution, viz. :— 

“ That, having in view the characteristics of the movement of the population in Australia, as 
well as the expectation of a considerable increase in the total thereof, as the result of 
means taken to attract it, the Conference is unanimously of opinion that it is desirable 
that there should be a limited quinquennial enumeration.” 

The Conference is of opinion. that within the scope indicated by the forms 
attached hereto (see Appendix D), there should be no claim for special payment for 
the supply of statistical information as between the Commonwealth and any or all of 
the States, or vice versd. It is also recommended that the supply of information in 
connexion with special Statistics outside that range should be made a matter for 
mutual agreement. 

It was further agreed that in any extension of statistical collection and 
compilation, either by the States or by the Commonwealth, the principles of 
uniformity should be applied, and the whole should be harmoniously developed. 

We have to specially acknowledge a communication concerning Vital 
Statisties, from a sub-committee of the Australasian Medical Congress, which 
will meet in Melbourne in 1908. Recognising its importance, attention has been 
given to this communication, and the majority of the suggestions made therein have 
been embodied in the statistical forms adopted. 

The Conference desires to place on record its appreciation of the services of 
Messrs, J. Stonham, M.A., and F. D, Rossiter, M.A., respectively Secretary and 
Reporter to the Conference ; and of Messrs. H. Spéndly and E. T. McPhee, all of 
whom have occupied important positions in the State Statistical Bureaux, and 
without whose labours it would have been difficult to bring the matters with which 
the Conference had to deal so speedily to a satisfactory conclusion.

APPENDIX A. 


RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED BY THE CONFERENCE. 


With the sole exception of 8 (a), in which case there was one dissentient, the whole of the following 


resolutions were unanimously adopted, each member of Conference voting. 


Each series of resolutions arising out of any item of the Agenda-paper is set opposite thereto. 


Item (1) of Agenda 

To determine the means 
of securing uniformity in 
the Statistical categories of 
the Australian State Bu- 
reaux and of attaining an 
equal degree of accuracy 
in each. 


1. (a) That it is desirable in the interests of each State and of the Common- 
wealth, that the collection and compilation of statistical information by the 
State Statistical Bureaux should be co-extensive, and, as far as possible, within 
the limits indicated by the forms attached, uniform in respect 

(a) of method, and 


(b) of order and date of compilation. 


1. (b) That, in the immediate interest of each State in relation to its own 
internal affairs, as well as in its relation to its sister States and to the Common- 
wealth as a whole, it is desirable that, where the existing programme of statis- 
tical work.in any State does not at present comply with the requirements 
implied by the attached forms, the Statistical Bureau of such State should be 


so equipped as to render compliance practicable, with the least possible delay. 


1. (c) That, in order that future Australasian Statistics, viz., from 1907 
onwards, may be uniform in method and co-extensive in subject-matter, and 
thus be available for a proper comparative study of the development and 
progress of the various parts of Australasia, it is desirable that, in the case of 
any State, the Statistical Bureau of which is, at present, insufficiently equipped 
to respond to the requirements indicated, the Government thereof be respect- 


fully urged: to make good the defect. 


1. (d) That, excepting information confidentially collected or compilation 
confidentially made for the State and Commonwealth Governments respec- 
tively, it is desirable that the whole of both general and professional statistical 
information in every State Bureau shall be available to the Commonwealth 
Statistician, and that, reciprocally and similarly, the whole information of the 
Commonwealth Bureau shall be available to each State Statistician, and that it 


is therefore desirable that administrative arrangements to give effect thereto 


shall be made. 


1. (e) That, subject to the proviso of the preceding resolution, and with 
a view to the harmonious development of Statistics throughout Australasia, it 
is desirable that the Statistician of each State shall, before any contemplated 
extension of general statistical collection and compilation in his State, inform 
the Commonwealth Statistician of his intention, so that the latter may com- 
municate with the other State Statisticians with a view to the arrangement of 


a uniform scheme should such be thought desirable. 


1. (f) That, for the purpose of securing uniformity in the statistical cate- 
gories of the several State Bureaux, it is desirable that a complete set of forms 
for the initial collection of statistical information throughout the Commonwealth 
be drafted by the Commonwealth Statistician and submitted, with respect to 


the circumstances of their own States, for the consideration ol the various State 


Statisticians.

1. (y) That, in order to secure an equal degree of accuracy in the collection 
of statistics in all parts of the Commonwealth, it is desirable that a uniform 


method of collection be adopted wherever practicable. 


(h) That it is desirable that, so far as practicable, the services of the 
police should be utilized for the purpose of collection of statistical information, 


and that communication be made to each Government to that effect. 


1. (2) That, in order to secure for the Chief Officers of the State Statistical

2, that special consideration be given to the methods to be adopted for the

5. (a) That, for the purpose of ascertaining quantities of commodities 
produced, it is desirable that, wherever practicable, the direct collection of the 
statistics of production be resorted to, and that estimation methcds be used

6. (a) That it is desirable that all banking, insurance, and other financial

8. (b) That, for the purpose of securing greater accuracy in the determina- 
tion of the population of the Commonwealth, it is desirable that an intermediate 


enumeration be made, the heads of inquiry being restricted to sex and age. 


8. (c) That it is desirable, having in view the characteristics of the move- 
ment of population in Australia, as well as the expectation of a considerable 
increase in the total thereof, as the result of means taken to attract it, that this 


enumeration should be quinquennial. 


8. (d) That, for the purpose of investigating the question of unrecorded 
departures, it is desirable that, in the case of every vessel leaving a State, 
arrangements be made for obtaining from the master of the vessel at the next 
port of call, a complete passenger list for comparison with that left by him on 


his departure from the State. 


9. (a) That it is desirable, in the interests alike of States and Common- 
wealth, that records of Inter-State trade be rendered available monthly in such

State Bureaux of conflicting statistical statements, and further of preventing

11. (c) That, in conformity with statistical practice, and for the purpose of 
engendering the necessary confidence in the minds of informants as to the 
strictly impersonal nature of statistical inquiries, and of thus securing increased 
readiness on their part to supply correct information, through which alone 
statistical accuracy is attainable, it is desirable that the details of the statistics 


of production should in no case be so published as to reveal the operations of 


individual establishments.

adopted for the statistical publications of the Commonwealth and of the 
several States, viz., foolscap size for publications of the nature of Statis- 
tical Registers, and royal octavo for publications of the nature of Year 
Books, the exact dimensions of the printing being respectively 104 inches by 
6 inches, and 74 inches by 42 inches, exclusive of head lines and pagination 


numbers.

11. (7) That, within the limits implied by the statistical forms approved 
by this Conference, and appended hereto, it is desirable that all information, 
supplied by one State Statistician to another State Statistician, or to the Com- 
monwealth Statistician, and reciprocally by the Commonwealth Statistician to 
any State Statistician, should be rendered free of charge, and with the greatest 


punctuality of which the circumstances admit. 


11. (m) That it is desirable that all further statistical material collected 
and compiled by any State on its own behalf, or by all the States, and not 
excluded in virtue of its confidential character shall, on request, be similarly 


furnished gratuitously to any Statistician, State or Commonwealth,

“That the State Statisticians now assembled in Conference pledge them- 
selves to co-operate very cordially with the Commonwealth Statistician in giving 
him such prompt and complete assistance in carrying out the important duties 
of his office as their respective official resources can supply ; also to recommend 
the responsible authorities in their respective States to supply the necessary 
means and give the further authority to supplement the existing forces and 
powers at their command where such may be necessary for effectively concluding 


the approved operations of the Commonwealth Statistician.” 


APPENDIX B. 


MINUTES OF CONFERENCE, FRIDAY, 30rH NOVEMBER, 1906. 

The Conference opened at 3 p.m., the President and all members being present. 

The Hon. 8. Mauger, M.P., Acting Minister of Home Affairs. and Lieut.-Colonel D. Miller, 1.8.0,, 
Secretary of the Department attended, the members being introduced to them by Mr. G. H. Knibbs, 
Commonwealth Statistician, President of the Conference. ; 

In formally declaring the Conference open, the Minister extended a cordial welcome to the assembled 
members. He indicated the reasons that had influenced the Commonwealth Government in inviting 
the Statisticians of Australasia to meet in Melbourne, and intimated the willingness of the Government to 
assist the Conference in every possible way. Referring to the important character of statistical work 
generally, he drew special attention to the unique character of the present Conference, by which it was 
hoped to make, through the centralizing influence of the Commonwealth Bureau, a considerable advance 
towards that unity of method and general improvement of statistics which had been the clearly defined 
aim of each Statistical Conference held in the past. J 

On the motion of the President, seconded by Mr. von Dadelszen, the Conference expressed its 
appreciation of the Minister’s remarks, assuring him that the Conference would do everything in its power 
to achieve the end to which he referred, and thanked the Minister and Secretary for Home Affairs for the 
honour of their presence. The motion having been carried by acclamation, the Minister briefly replied, 
and withdrew. ; 

The President then addressed the members of Conference regarding the various matters with which 
it was proposed to deal. A verbatim report of this address will be found in Appendix ‘‘ (.” Special 
welcome was extended to Mr. von Dadelszen, the representative of New Zealand, by the repre 
of the Commonwealth and States. 

On the recommendation of the President, Mr. J. Stonham was appojnted Secretary, and Mr. F. P. 
Rossiter, Reporter to the Conference. 

On behalf of the Conference, Mr. R. M. Johnston thanked the President for his address, and suggested 
that the members be given a further opportunity of studying the important issues involved therein. 
Hach member was then supplied with a copy, and also with a set of the Statistical Forms submitted 
for consideration. 

On account of the highly technical nature of the matters to be dealt with, it was decided not to 
invite the attendance of press reporters during the deliberations of the Conference.

It was further agreed that, with a view of leaving all discussion as unrest ricted as possible, no report 


of speeches should be taken, unless at the express wish of a member or members, and that the publication 
of the record of proceedings should be confined to the more formal elements, and to the necessities of 
official record. 


SATURDAY, Ist DECEMBER, 1906. 
Present : 
The President and all the Members, 

A general discussion tool: place on the matters contained in the President’s address, 

Mie sce, Anderson suggested the desirableness of appointing State Statisticians as Federal 
officers for purposes of statistical collection on behalf of the Commonwealth. 

Hach member expressed his willingness, as State Statistician, to co-operate with the Commonwealth 
Statistician in every possible way. 

Mr. von Dadelszen, on behalf of New Zealand, while intimating his desire for hearty co operation 
with the Commonwealth, stated that he could not pledge himself to any definitely detailed course of 
procedure until he had submitted the whole matter to his Government. 

It was agreed in general terms— 

(a) That the Commonwealth Statistician should have early access to State statistical infor: 
mation. 

(6) That, so far as was possible, the States would follow a definite order of sequence in col. 
lecting information and forwarding it to the Commonwealth Statistician, 

(c) That the States would cease publishing “‘ Australasian Statistics,” but for general conveni- 
ence would continue to interchange the forms actually in use. 

(d) That particulars which would disclose the detailed business of single industries or factories 
should not be revealed except by special permission ; and that all statistical information 
that could not be merged in analogous classifications should be omitted where secrecy 
was necessary or desirable. : 

(e) That it was desirable to consider the question of restricting the collection of Manufacturing 
Statisties to quinquennial periods only. 

(f) And that the suggestions with regard to attaining uniformity in Australasian Statistics 
through State co-operation contained in paragraph 13 of the President’s address should, 
so far as possible, be adopted, and that members should explain the full purport thereof 
to their respective Governments.

‘The general discussion upon the matters contained in the President’s address was continued. 

It was agreed that the Statistics of Banking and Insurance should be made as complete as similar 
statistics in New Zealand, and that they should be tabulated in the form—

(6) Foreign. 

The question of population estimates was discussed at length. The President read the correspond- 
ence which had passed between the Victorian Statist and himself with reference to the departure by the 
Victorian Statist from the method of estimation agreed on by the 1903 Conference. After discussion, it 
was agreed to leave the consideration of the matter until the resolution stage oi the Conterence should be 
reached.

That in regard to certain well-defined forms of disabling disease medical men should be invited or required 
to supply a fortnightly or monthly list of fresh cases seen by them. Diseases such as Acute Rheu- 

matism (Rheumatic Fever), Pneumonia, and Septiceemia were those the Committee had in view. 

It was agreed that the President should express the thanks of the Conference to Dr. Norris, and 
should intimate that each member of the Conference would be supplied with a copy sf thetcomanniiensine: 
in order that the valuable suggestions contained therein might receive further consideration. 

In regard to the question of a Quin quennial Census, the desirableness was affirmed of submitting 
to the Commonwealth Government a resolution to the following effect, viz. :— 

That having in view the characteristics of the movement of population in Australia, as well as the expectation of a 


considerable increase in the total thereof as the result of means taken to attract it, the Conference is unanimously of opinion 


that it is desirable that there should be a limited quinquennial enumeration. 
It was suggested that it would be sufficient to include sexes and ages in the enumeration referred to. 


The President pointed out the desirableness o1 having uniformity in the size of publications, with 


a view to economy in printing expenses. 


It was decided to discuss the matter more fully at a later stage. 
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_ It was agreed that an attempt should be made to publish the parts of the Statistical Register in 
definite order, so as to make it possible to issue Statistics for the Commonwealth earlier, and so as to 
facilitate references to the State and Commonwealth Statistical publications. 

The President explained the reasons for proposing a new classification of articles for Customs 
purposes. After discussion by Messrs. Johnston and Anderson, in relation to the classification determined 
upon at the Hobart Conference, it was generally agreed that the classification proposed by the President 
practically responded to all requirements. 

With reference to the question of the collection of Statistics of Inter-State Trade. the Conference 
was unanimously of opinion that such statistics were both desirable and necessary. 

In regard to shipping returns for ports, the value of a threefold return, under the following headings, 
was affirmed :— 

(1) A clear record of entries and departures to and from each port ; 
(2) A further return for each State, as distinct from the separate ports ; and 
(3) A return of ex-Australian shipping, viz., entry at first port and departure at last port. 

[t was suggested that the range of the normal minimum of statistics to be collected on the uniform 
method by each State should be made as small as possible, consistent with thoroughness. The matter 
was deferred, the President urging that a specific opinion on the subject should be reached before the 
conclusion of the Conference. 

The difficulty of payment for services rendered was discussed, in relation to the question of the 
possibility of a State refusing to undertake the desirable minimum of statistical collection and compilation, 
and the equity of each State undertaking the minimum range was indicated. 

A discussion followed on the matter of forms generally. It was agreed that each Statistical Office 
should endeavour to meet the requirements of a completely unified system of the type enunciated in the 
forms, the details to be fully considered. 

Copies of statements indicating where the proposed Commonwealth forms differ from present State 
tabulations were distributed by the President. 

In connexion with the determination of what should constitute “ Metropolitan Areas,” it was 
agreed that the fixing of the boundaries should be left to the Commonwealth Statistician, acting with each 
State Statistician on definite principles. 

[t was decided that the category ‘‘ Other Urban ” should include villages of 500 and over. 

In regard to Forms 11 and 12, the question of expense’ was raised by Mr. Drake. On being put to 
the meeting, the majority voted in favour of the tabulation, Mr. Drake alone dissenting. Messrs. Johnston 
and Sholl refrained from voting. ;

It was pointed out by the President that this was difficult, but that matters would 
probably be advanced to such a stage that a member having urgent business in his own State could safely 
leave further matters in the hands of the other members of the Conference should he so desire, it being 
then understood that he should of course accept all matters dealt with, since these would be of a minor 
character. 

The President read a series of resolutions which he suggested might be taken as the resolutions of 
the Conference. After some general discussion, the debate thereon was postponed until a later period. 

Discussion on the forms was resumed, viz. :—On the following branches of statistics—(a) Criminal 
and Legal, (b) Railways, (c) Hospitals and Charities, (d) Public Finance, and (e) Private Finance. 

The Conference expressed its general agreement in regard to the action implied by the matters set 
out in the Agenda-papers. Resolutions numbered | to 7, and 8 (b) to 10 were then formally adopted by 
unanimous vote. 


In regard to resolution numbered 8 (a), Mr. Drake pointed out at length his reasons for departing 
from the figures determined by the 1903 Conference, and the matter was then generally discussed and 
remitted for special consideration on the following day. 

Mr. Anderson then moved the following resolution, viz. :—

TH STATISTICIAN, PRESIDENT OF THE CONFERENCE. 
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ADDRESSING THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE STATE STATISTICAL BUREAUX, 
Mr. Kyiprs said :— 


1. Gentlemen—Following on the words of the Honourable the Minister for 
Home Affairs, may I be permitted also to offer you a most cordial welcome to 
Melbourne and to this Bureau, and at the same time to express our gratification at the 
presence of the Minister and the Secretary of the Department of Home Affairs at the 
opening of this important Conference. 

2. The work on which we are to engage, having for its object the securing of 
a greater uniformity in statistical method throughout Australasia, so as to insure 
me co-ordination of the entire ranee of our statistical effort, is one which must 
be advantageous not only to individual States, but also to us in our united capacity, 
viz., as constituting a Commonwealth, and also an integral part of ‘the British Empire. 
It is advantageous to individual States, mainly because it is an essential to the 
progress of a State that its affairs should be readily submitted to a comparative 
examination and criticism; and to us asa federal unit in the Empire, for an analogous 
reason. That such an examination is a prime requisite for any satisfactory criticism 
of the trend of economic and social evolution is a co mmonplace of political science. 

3. In this connexion, I think I may venture, not only for myself, but also for 
the States of the Commonwealth, to express our high appree iation of the fact that the 
responsible officer of the New Zealand Statistical Bureau is with us to assist in our 
deliberations. His presence here testifies to the importance which New Zealand 
attaches to the ace of the Statistician. 

4. I may be allowed to say that such associations as these are, too, a happy 
augury of the future relations of the two territories. For, although not a part of it, the 
interests and destiny of New Zealand must for ever be closely bound up with those 
of the Commonwealth. New Zealand’s political, industrial, commercial, social, and 
economic developments must inevitably react upon ours, and on the other hi and she 
must herself be powerfully influenced by the trend of affairs here. Itis to the appre- 
ciation of this fact, and to the cordial state of feeling between New Zealand and the 
Commonwealth, that we are able to have the benefit of the professional views of her 
peste 

Touching the question of State representation, it may be well to say at the 
outset, ‘th at we fully recognise that the States on the one hand, and the Common- 
wealth on the other, are not different and mutually exclusive entities, as in the case, 
let us suppose, of different nations, but a single entity—the people of Australia— 
whose interests, so far as our official functions as Statisticians can affect them, we are 
met to consider. 

6. Before passing on to the question of the Agenda for the Conference, I think 
it may be well to make some reference to the creation of the Commonwealth Bureau 
of Census and Statistics.

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13. Although the fundamental object of each Conference was to secure 
unity of statistical methods, I think it will be freely admitted that there is still 
something to be achieved in this direction. Should this Conference, therefore, as is 
to be hoped, find itself able to go a_ step further toward bringing about this 
desideratum, much will have been gained. For the purposes of the Commonwealth 
Statistical Bureau, uniformity is obviously a sine quad non, and it is for this Conference 
to disclose how far it will be possible to attain this inexpensively through State 
co-operation, or how far it must be attained by independent inquiries initiated in the 
Commonwealth Bureau itself. 

14. This being the fundamental question, it becomes essential that some 
indication of the scope of the statistical requirements of the Commonwealth should be 
given. It must be obvious on reflection that these requirements cannot be less 
extensive than those of the States. I shall, of course, not attempt to review this 
question systematically and comprehensively, but may be allowed to make a few 
desultory remarks in regard thereto. 

15. Bearing in mind that the well-being of the Commonwealth implies also the 
well-being of its integral parts, viz., the several States therein, and vice versd, and 
further that a federal purview of the development of those parts should be absolutely 
impartial, and most directly concerned with the good of the whole as well as that of 
the individual States, while that of each State must necessarily and very properly be 
individualistic rather than federal, it follows that the Commonwealth is materially 
interested in the whole of the available statistical data for each State. 

16. Australia, with Tasmania, is a territory of such dimensions that by far 
the greater part of Europe would lie within its boundaries ; it possesses, moreover, a 
range of latitude such that its climate, and consequently its productions, exhibit 
the most striking differences ; and it possesses also diversified physical features 
and general characteristics. It cannot, therefore, for statistical purposes, or when 
examining its development, be regarded as a homogeneous unit, without losing sigit, 
at least, of matters of considerable moment. 

17. A complete statistical record of the growth and condition of its popula- 
tion, and of all the features of the industrial, agricultural, and commercial effort of 
its various parts, is consequently essential for that critical review of its developments 
and tendencies, without which it would be practically impossible for the Common- 
wealth Government to be adequately and accurately advised in connexion with its 
administrative and legislative functions. Without such record, it could not well 
euard the destinies of Australia, or properly protect her interests. 

18. Moreover, it may be truly said that the development of any one part of 
the Commonwealth has either immediate reactions upon, or remotely affects other 
parts, both in various ways and in differing degrees ; and the function of examining 
these facts, with a view to maintaining federal interests, or the interests .of the States 
combined, as contradistinguished from purely State interests, or the interest of each 
State regarded as individual and independent, clearly belongs to the Commonwealth 
Government. Such an examination demands as a_ basis, something more, even, than 
a mere aggregate of the statistical data derived from the several States. With this, 
however, we are not here concerned. 

19. Without in any way implying that a similar interest does not appertain 
to individual States, it may be said further that the development of Australian trade 
with other countries, however complete may be the statistics of the individual States, 
renders it important that the statistical records of the Commonwealth should also 
afford adequate information as to the distribution and magnitude of its various 
productive activities, and that, too, from the stand-point of Australia as a political 
entity having a definite relation to the other parts of the British Empire, and to the 
outside world generally. And this is in no way modified by the fact that important 
functions in relation to the whole matter are exercised by individual States. 

20. The desideratum referred to has again two aspects, viz., one which 
relates to assisting the outside world toward reaching opinions as to the most desir- 
able course or movement of trade with Australia, and another which similarly relates 
to what it may deem to be the suitability of various parts of Australia as, let us 
suppose, fields for emigration, or for the investment of capital, ete. Obviously, there- 
fore, the Commonwealth, as such, is profoundly and instantly concerned, 
statistically, at least, with practically all questions affecting the progress of the 
individual States therein. 


21. Consey: tently, the scope of the stical information requisite for the 


purpose of the Common wealth cannot be less comprehensive than what is needed for 
pe fe AE tie ea : ee saa 
the individual $ Stat es therein. The essential difference. if ; ny, between Federal and 


State statistical Oe will be found rather in the extent to which it may be desiral 
to publish details, than in the generality of the type of statistics which should 
acquired, 

These, and many other similar considerations, such as y sug’ 
themselves 3 in a close inquiry into the matter, disclose the fact that the Common- 
wealth is immediate ly interested in the entire range of statistics at present collected 
by any ane all of the various States. 

23. I propose now to refer to the various sections of the Agenda for the Con- 
ference, a copy of which was sent, some time bac tk, to each (see oe representative. 
These are as follows, viz. :— 


(1) To determine the means ae ecuring uniformity in the statistical 
categories of the Australian State Bureaux, and of attaining’ an 
equal degree of accuracy in e: Siicli 

(2) To determine methods of collecting statistical information so as to 
insure, with uniform categories and equally accurate aggregates, 
the greatest possible uniformity in the significance of statistical 
results. 

(3) To definitely fix the localities to which the various statistical agere- 
gates apply. 

(4) To determine the best practical means of collecting statistical infor- 
mation regarding primary and secon lary producti on and industry. 

(5) To determine the best method of f orming estimates of the quantity 
ape value of production gener: ally. 

(6) To determine the means of obtaining exact statistics relating to all 
matters of finance and economics gener ally. 

(7) To secure greater precision in each branch of vital statistics, and in 
such statistics as relate to social condition. 

(8) To ascertain the best rs of insuring accuracy in determining the 
fluctuation of Po] ypulation in the Australian State s, and the means 
of secur: 12 uniformity In its snip ation. 

(9) To consider the meaus of obt: aiming accurate records of Inter-State 
Trade ° 

(10) To adopt, with such modification as may be deemed necessary, forms 
for the collection a statistical data. (A complete set of forms 
responding to the requirements of the Commonwealth Bureat 
acting under the authority of the Census and Statistics Act, will 
be submitted to the Confere nce. ) 

(11) To consider such other matters as nay be necessary for giving 
effect to the above. 


24. To facilitate the work con sequent upon Sections 1 and 2 of the Agenda. 
I have submitted a series of form which respond to the present requirements of 
the Commonwealth Bureau, and each representative at the Conference has before 
him a e mplete set of these. Bets ‘e drafting them, a comparative study was made of 
the forms of all the Stat: es, the intention fi ‘ing to include, as far as possible, the 
excellent features of their methods and practice. Some account was also taken 
0. similar work in other parts of the world. rh forms, as submitted, may be 
regarded in the light of an initial, but fundamental y important, step toward securing 
that statistical uniformity which each statistical Sere 
implicitly recognised as alone satisfactory, and for 
predecessors in office, have laboured long, earnestly, and ably. 

25-9 Lhe adoption of common statistical hae throughout Australia will remove 
much of, if not all, the limitation that exists through diversity of method in the 
co'lection of toads material. It may further be said that though it will not 
necessarily achieve an absolute ly uniform degree of accur: wy, it must, at least, tend 
toward the a eee hd thereof. 

2%. It must be evident that statistical uniformity is an essential in regard to 
statistical data sought by the Commonwealth. In this there can be no via media, 
and it is well that there should be no misunderstanding in regard thereto. Should 


rence has either openly or 


ich you yourselves, or your 
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the State Statistical Bureaux find themselves unable to agree to any suggestions 
leading to the adoption of a uniform scheme, then the Commonwealth Bureau would 
naturally be placed under the necessity of acting independently. 

97. The significance of this may be illustrated by such an elementary matter as 
the mere date on which information ofa particular kind will be available for publica- 
tion. For example, at the present time no definite order of sequence has been 
adopted by all the States, in issuing the various chapters of their Statistical 
Registers. Indeed, the same State does not always pursue the same order in 
successive yearly issues of its own statistical agoregates. While this does not matter 
very much from a purely State point of view, its persistence would strike at the very 
foundation of that principle of uniformity which must necessarily be the basis of Com- 
monwealth statistical policy. It must be obvious, therefore, that if the Federal 
statistical aggregates are to be issued within a reasonable time, the States must agree 
to some definite order in the preparation of each branch of statistics. The Conference 
is invited to agree, if not to publish chapters in a definite order of sequence which 
will come before us for consideration, at least to supply information in accordance 
therewith. ‘Chis matter will be again referred to. 

98. I venture to hope that no insuperable difficulty in the way of the adoption of 
these forms will be discovered, for the greater part of the information sought is 
already collected by some of the States, although not perhaps in quite the same form. 

29. The set of forms submitted to this Conference will, at least, enable each 
Statistician to say whether, on the lines ‘ndicated, he can and will be prepared to 
forward the information sought ; and if not, perhaps they will enable him to say 
whether by any modification, which he may kindly suggest, it would become possible 
to meet the demands for information which the form. so modified, would then involve. 

30. It will be seen that the fundamental question for the consideration of the 
Conference is not the academic one, “whether it be possible to elaborate a set of 
ideally perfect forms,” but the practical one, “whether the information can be 
collected through the various State Bureaux in accordance with the forms submitted 
to the Conference.” It will, consequently, ereatly expedite our work if the members 
of the Conference will very kindly consent to propose only such alterations as are 
imperatively demanded. 

31. If there be really insuperable difficulties in the way of any State rendering 
the desired returns, it is very desirable that these difficulties should be specifically set 
forth by the representative of the State in question, and further that the nature of the 
difficulties be explained in detail. 

32. In order that. the proper advantage should be derived from the unification of 
statistical method throughout Australasia, it is necessary that the response of each 
State to the demand for statistical information should be co-extensive, and that each 
should respond to the demand made by the forms as finally adopted. And it is for 
this reason, that a specific statement of the nature of any difficulty in conforming to 
their implied requirements should be presented to the Conference for deliberate 
consideration. ‘I'he Commonwealth Government may also require such statement for 
its information. 

33. Passing now to the more general consideration of the information to be 
supplied through a detinitely adopted series of forms, it must be evident that while 
the various returns of State Departments and public bodies and corporations in 
the Australian States and New Zealand contain a large amount of very important 
matter, the net result, owing to the lack of uniformity in presentation, does not attain 
to that value which otherwise it would. 

34 This want of uniformity applies, however, not only to the mode of 
collection, to the mode of presentation, and to the identity of material published, but 
also to the time of publication. This last feature is a matter to which specific 
reference will be made later on, for, owing to the fact that the earliest possible 
publication of statistical aggregates is always to be desired, it is one of vita! 
importance. 

35. Passing to the consideration of the method of collecting statistical infor- 
f production and 


mation—for example, in connexion with primary and secondai 
o suggest that the

[ may take, as an example, Pastoral and 
Agricultural Statistics, which mav be regarded as among those of the highest order 
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ot significance to us. To have the collection made in one ¢ase by the police, in 
another by enumerators, in a third by direct inquiry, is clearly less satisfactory than 
the adoption of a common method. 


36. So far as Iam able to judge, the police of Australia discharge their duty 
in collecting statistical information very intelligently, and with better results than 
‘an be accredited to the system of employing ordinary enumerators or to the method 
of direct inquiry. The police, I think, may very properly be regarded as enumerators 
having special qualifications. They have the advantage of thorough local knowledge, 
and are accustomed to making out forms of a statistical nature. 

37. I may venture to say that Mr. T. A. Coghlan, formerly Statistician, 
and now Acting Agent-General of New South Wale ;, credited the police force with 
rendering the best service of this kind practically available. Would it not be possible, 
if the Conference concurs in this view, to secure a larger use of that body in the 
direction indicated ? We should in this be following the lead of many of the 
advanced countries, and at the same time be improving the quality of our information, 

38. The suggestion to use the police opens up a question referred to in 
Section 3 of the Agenda, viz.:—The determination. of statistical agoregates within 
localities fixed by definite boundaries, as, for example, police patrol areas. The close 
connexion between the population, the character of any district, and its production, 
suggests the desirability of dividing the Commonwealth into suitable unit areas for 
statistical and other purposes, -The matter is so important that I propose to set it 
forth in some detail. 

39. Every one who has el sely studied statistics will recognise that to reduce 
statistical information to a state of reasonable precision, and to make it as informative 
as in the more advanced countries of the world, it will be necessary to do two things, 
viz.:—(a@) To localize the collection of statistics so that they will refer to definite 
corresponding: areas, and (6) to so determine the boundaries of such areas that they 
shall be coterminous and fixed. 


40. Speaking generally, it may be said that, at the present time, the territorial 
divisions for different purposes pay little regard to each other ; and there has been no 


| 
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systematic attempt to so divide the Australian States that the larger divisions for any 
one purpose shall be coterminous with the boundaries fixed for other purposes. In 
other words, the regional divisions for different purposes often have no definite relation 
to each other, nor do they embrace a whole number of smaller divisions with 
coterminous boundaries. 

41. The number of the various divisions or districts is somewhat laree, as the 
following list, which makes no pretension to completeness, will show :—

42. The fundamental territorial divisions would, of course, be the States 
themselves ; the secondary, the various counties, ete.. therein ; the tertiary, the 
parishes, etc., of each county, and so on, the division being carried as far as is 
necessary for any purpose. All such’subdivisions must necessarily be coterminous, 
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43. It is evident, however, that boundaries for certain other purposes must 
depart from this general scheme of territorial subdivision, and very frequently areas 
for different purposes will overlap in a most complex manner, that is to say, several 
areas may partially overlap without regard to each other. 

44. Ordinarily, this would give considerable trouble in connexion with the 
details of statistics. But by the adoption of a scheme through which the areas of 
districts which overlap would always conform to a definite plan, viz., one which 
involved the inclusion of a whole number of the smaller order of areas, all difficulty 
would vanish. 

45. The time has, I believe, arrived to systematically apply to the statistics of 
the Commonwealth the principle of localization. A beginning has already been made 
by State Statisticians, but hitherto there has been no machinery in existence to bring 
about a general adoption of this principle. 

46. It may be fairly said that our statistical departments will have achieved 
what their responsible officers would desire, only when it can be said that no ordinary 
statistical question regarding the distribution of the population, of its qualified voters, 
of its agricultural, commercial, industrial, mining, pastoral, or viticultural activities 
remains insusceptible of immediate and accurate answer. 

47, It may be added that when boundaries have once been decided upon, they 
should be liable to amendment only under a regular system, which would conserve all 
interests involved. But the work of determining such boundaries is one of 
considerable magnitude, and must be undertaken in the future, and deliberately, for it 
is manifest that the principle of division should be identical in each State. 

48. In the meantime, would it not be well to adopt the police-patrol areas, 
especially if collection by the police is to be largely utilised ? This is a question 
upon which, I tliink, there should be a definite pronouncement at this Conference. 

49, At present, fairly complete statistics are available in respect of agriculture, 
and of the pastoral and mining industries, and there should he but little difficulty in 
securing uniformity of method. 

50. Regarding factories, the same cannot be said. Information is not 
sufficiently detailed in all States, and the careful consideration of something like a 
uniform scheme for the presentation of data is to be desired. 

51. For the future of Australia, forestry is a matter of immense importance, 
but the present range of statistical information is by no means adequate. The extent 
of our natural resources, of the deforestation which is rapidly taking place, and of the 
natural and artificial reafforestation, by which alone the loss can be made good, are 
desiderata the value of which it would be difficult to overestimate. 

52. One of the great problems of Australia is the development of schemes of 
water conservation and irrigation commensurate with the needs of the people and with 
the stores of wealth that await to be exploited thereby. This is a matter to which 
eminent publicists have given a large amount of attention, among them the present 
Prime Minister of the Commonwealth. It must be confessed, however, that the 
statistical information regarding this subject bears no sufficient relation to its 
importance to the community. I venture to think that under this heading we should 
make a special eftort to acquire and publish more accurate and detailed information. 

58. The information available regarding fisheries and the fishing industry 
generally, the potentiality of which is greater than generally realized, is ordinarily 
inadequate. The same remark also applies in regard to bee and poultry farming. 

54. Respecting the matter referred to in Section 5 of the Agenda, it is clear 
that some definite agreement ought to be reached concerning the statement of value 
of agricultural produce. So-called ‘farm prices” have sometimes been issued, and 
at other times ‘ market values.” For some purposes “market values” would appear 
to be all that might be reasonably expected, but if quantities could also be ascertained, 
then questions of economic loss arising from lack of co-operative effort or from 
difficulty in placing on a suitable market would be possible of fuller and more 
satisfactory discussion. 

55. In this connexion also, it may be pointed out that the localization of 
statistical aggregates, as for example, for agricultural, horticultural, or viticultural, 
and similar production, would enable specific forms of primary industry to be dis- 
cussed in relation to means of communication. Railways in a new country may be 
managed on two principles ; i.e, either on the one hand as commercial concerns 
intended to yield a profit, or on the other as means of-developing a territory, indepen- 
dently of considerations of immediate or direct profit. 
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56. The full investigation of the desirability of following either scheme of 
management, or of considerable modification of the former in view of the latter, 
demands fuller statistical information than is at present available for such statesmen 
as may desire to examine the question. 

57. The importance of a true solution being found, and the influence of such 
a solution on the destiny of Australia, and of its value to statecraft, must be obvious 
to every thoughtful critic of affairs. 

58. Adverting to Section 6 of the Agenda, I feel it incumbent to say that 
existing statistics respecting Private Finance leave much to be desired, Can the 
returns of Banking, Financial, and Insurance Companies be regarded as sufticiently 
complete at the present time ? Is it possible to ascertain accurately the total amount 
of Australian money on deposit, or held available for contingent demands, in banks 
and other analogous financial institutions ? I think that there can be but one answer 
to these questions. 

59. In the region of statistics, it is of course true that estimates have often 
to be made, but they are unexceptionable only when their character is such that 
the. errors tend on the whole to balance, since the average result is then subject 
only to negligible error, notwithstanding that individual elements are uncertain. 
There are many estimates, however, about which there should be some agreement as 
to method. 

60. For example, the data on which estimates of food consumption and expen- 
diture on living generally are made, have so far never been disclosed, and it is 
obvious that there might be considerable divergence between the estimates of different 
statisticians in regard thereto. If we are to have comparable statistics, we must also 
have unity of method in this as in other things. If these estimates are to be regarded 
as of sociological value, and as an advertisernent of the attractiveness of Australia, 
then some common basis of estimation must be agreed upon among those by whom 
the duty is discharged, so that the representations of one State shall be strictly com- 
parable with those of another. 

61. [now turn to a matter which must command the earnest attention of the 
Conference, viz., that which concerns the accurate determination of the population. 
The far-reaching effect upon the relation of the States to one another and to the 
Commonwealth claims for it a rank of the first order among statistical questions, and 
a consideration that recognises this fact. 

62. The basis of all estimates of population is necessarily the Census, and the 
precision with which Census returns represent the total population on the day of 
enumeration necessarily measures the accuracy of the point of departure on which all 
later estimates must perforce depend. 

63. Secondary estimates of population, viz., those made at any time during an 
intercensal period, depend upon the accuracy of the total determination of Births and 
Deaths and Arrivals and Departures from the period of the preceding Census. The pre- 
cision with which the two former are ascertained is of a relatively high order. With 
the degree of personal freedom of movement, characteristic of our country, and with 
the migratory character of the scattered part of our population, the latter cannot be 
ascertained with anything like the same degree of exactitude. In a free country, 
where frontiers can readily be crossed, however carefully the record of the movement 
of population is kept, an allowance will always be necessary for unrecorded arrivals 
and departures, particularly as between State and State, and to a lesser extent in 
regard to the Commonwealth as a whole. 

64. The discrepancy between the deduced estimate of population based upon a 
previous Census, and corrected by the Births and Deaths and Arrivals and Departures 
during the intercensal period, and the number found at the Census, affords a measure 
of the correcting factors to be applied to the system of estimation. 

65. At the Conference of Statisticians, held at Melbourne in September, 1903, 
at which the States of Australia were fully represented, a certain arrangement was 
entered into regarding the necessary allowance for unrecorded arrivals and departures. 
The legitimacy of this, under conditions now obtaining for one of the States, has 
already been publicly challenged, and it is desirable therefore that this Conference 
should consider the method to be followed in future. This is the more important as 
Schedule “ A” of the Commonwealth Representation Act, No. 11 of 1905, will have 
to be modified if the present basis is an unsatisfactory one. Section 4, sub-section 
(1 4), required that allowances shall be made as prescribed in Schedule A, but by 
section 13, sub-section (3), a regulation may amend this basis. 
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66. The desirability of a quinquennial enumeration of population is a matter 
which calls for some consideration. In the original Bill for the Cersus and Statistics 
Act of 1905, provision was made for a Census to be taken at such times as might be 
approved by the Governor-General in Council, but in its passage through Parliament, 
it was amended, and the Act as passed requires that the Census shall be taken in 
1911, and decennially thereafter. 

67. In New Zealand there has been a quinquennial Census since 1881, a 
desideratum which has been strongly urged by the statistical authorities of the United 
Kingdom and the United States, but rejected apparently on the grounds of expense. 

68. A complete decennial Census and a simple quinquennial enumeration of 
the population would seem to meet the more urgent demands for accurate population 
statistics. With the fluctuating populations characteristic of countries situated as 
ours, something more than a decennial count of population seems to be necessary. 
Such a count would not obviate the necessity for making allowances on the uncor- 
rected estimate based upon recorded births, deaths, arrivals, and departures; but it 
would greatly enhance the precision of our estimates, since it would bring the points 
of correction nearer together. 

69. With regard to Vital Statistics, it is hoped that the series of forms 


submitted will pave the way toward that uniformity which their importance warrants. 

7(. In this connexion, the classification of the causes of death ranks as first in 
importance. Seeing that the United States, Canada, and Mexico have, after most 
careful consideration, recently agreed to adopt the Bertillon system, with some recent 
amendments, I think we shall do well to follow their lead. 

71. Apart from its scientific merits, the acknowledgement of which is world- 
wide, this classification possesses the great advantage that it facilitates a wider com- 
parison of this branch of statistical facts than does any other existing classification. 
Its adoption would tend toward that international agreement as to statistical method 
which has been the aim-point of the great International Statistical Conference— an 
aim-point, after all, which on a wide plane, is identical with that here demanding our 
attention on behalf of Australia and New Zealand. 

72. So important is this matter of the classification of the causes of death, and 
the possession of adequate information in regard to all the circumstances of death in 
certain cases, that a special committee of the Medical Congress, which meets in 1908, 
has been deputed to study the matter with a view to aiding in the work of improving 
this branch of statistics. There is a probability that during the course of our sittings 
we shall have an official communication from that body. 

73. In the somewhat greater elaboration of detail asked for in the forms 
submitted, the progress of the general statistical needs in medical science has been 
kept in view. 

74. In close connexion with the larger question of Vital Statistics is that of 
statisties concerning Hospitals and Charities. A more complete presentation of State 
and private expenditure under both headings is to be desired. 

75. I have referred to the importance of the early publication of statistics. In 
a country such as this, subject to relatively rapid changes in the economic balance, it 
is more than ordinarily important that statistics should, as nearly as possible, be up to 
date. To be of high utility they must be so. 

76. To put forward returns containing statistics over a year old, when 
conditions in the interim may have undergone considerable modification, or have 
fundamentally changed, would greatly minimize, if not wholly extinguish, the value 
of such returns, for some sections of the public. 

77. Enough has been said to show that the Commonwealth Bureau must be 
the recipient at the earliest possible date of all available statistical information. 
Hence, it is essential that its forms should be filled in and returned immediately the 
information required thereon is sufficiently advanced for the tabulation stage. 

78. To so arrange the supply of statistical matter that the State issue of 
information would invariably precede the issue by the Commonwealth, would be to 
place the latter in an invidious and, I may say, untenable, position, and would 
probably necessitate a fuller and more independent exercise of the powers conferred 
by the Commonwealth Census and Statistics Act, and ata larger total cost to the 
people of Australia. Such an unsatisfactory condition could be brought about 
merely by failing to follow a definite order of sequence in the tabulation of statistical 
records, and is, I think, therefore, to be guarded against, 
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79. For these reasons, it is desirable that a perfectly definite order should be 
followed in forwarding information from the various State Bureaux to the Com- 
monwealth Bureau. 

80. Restricting myself to the range covered by the forms submitted, | would 
suggest that the following order be adopted in compilation and forwarding of 
information to the Commonwealth Bureau :-—

81. Might I venture to suggest that the common adoption of the same order 
or perhaps some other invariable order, in publication also, would not be without 
conspicuous advantages, 

82. The question of the Statistics of Trade and Customs has been under the 
consideration of the Trade and Customs Department and the Commonwealth Bureau 
of Census and Statistics for some time past, and an endeavour has been made to take 
some account of the principles of classification agreed upon at the Hobart 
Conference of Statisticians in 1902. This classification has not been generally 
followed by the State Bureaux, neither has it been possible to strictly adhere to it 
now. Some advance toward the adoption of a classification of wider merits than a 
merely alphabetical one has, however, been made, as the following outline will show. 
This will, perhaps, be accepted by the Department above referred to. As will be 
seen, it merely aims at collecting commodities in large groups of analogous character, 
and may be regarded as a first step toward a better classification.

83. Under the conditions obtaining in Australia, a complete record of Inter- 
State trade would be of undoubted value. So far as the Department of Trade and 
Customs is concerned, I believe there will be no difficulty in obtaining fairly accurate 

: information. The desire for such information is very extensive, but it is not clear 
whether the mercantile community justly appreciates what is involved by the 
demands for explicit and accurate returns. The matter merits the attention of the 
Conference. 

84. In connexion with shipping statistics, it may be remarked that it is 
enrinently desirable to obtain unequivocal results. To treat shipping as over-sea as 
far as the first port of call, and as coastal afterwards, is not a complete method. The 
significance of a port is me: sured not by the mere passage of vessels in and out 
thereof, but by the cargo loaded and unloaded, by the passengers embarking and 
disembarking, by the period of stay in port, and by the number of vessels accom- 
modated at any one time. A statistical presentation which takes account of these 
» considerations is the only satisfactory one. 

85. I must now refer to some more general questions. As previously pointed 
out, it is very desirable that each State should arrange to make its statistical work 
co-extensive with that of every other State, at least so far as is implied by the forms 
drafted for your consideration. Can we not truly say that statistical information, 
limited to such a range as the forms indicate, is the normal minimum of information 
which should serve for the proper criticism of affairs ¢ 

86. A suggestion has been made by one statistician, that payment should be 
made for the work done in the State Statistical Bureaux on behalf of the Common- 
wealth. I may point out that a similar policy would then make it necessary for the 
Commonwealth to make charges for the supply of information to the State Bureaux ; 
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for example, in connexion with the statistics of Trade and Customs, the collection of 
which costs a considerable sum. 
» 87. I would submit for your careful attention the following considerations in 
regard to this matter, viz. :— 
(a) The range of statistics required by the forms submitted to this Confer- 
ence may he regarded as of immediate interest and fundamental 


: importance to each State, and as a normal requirement in State 
polity. The State, therefore, in each instance is immediately 
benefited. 


(6) The supply to the Commonwealth would certainly involve a slight 
, amount of extra work, but the cost of this might well be re- 
garded as compensated for by the fact that the Commonwealth will 
relieve the States of publishing the statistics of Australia, and will 
forward, free of charge, information collected by the Common- 
wealth and of interest to the States. , 

(c) Further, and in the same connexion, it must be remembered that the 
people of Australia pay for the whole, in any case, and that the 
incidence of the charge would be much the same in any equitable 

. arrangement that could be devised. When this fact is kept clearly 
in view the whole matter takes on quite another aspect. ; 

(d) The system of charges would involve much loss of time through the 
amount of bookkeeping which would become necessary, and 
through friction that could not otherwise arise. It would thus 
tend to make the whole relationship far less pleasant and less 
satisfactory. 
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(e) It is eminently desirable that throughout this matter the despatch of 
required information should be cordially undertaken by all parties 
concerned. That course would reduce the total cost to the people 
of Australia, and would not materially prejudice any State. 

(/) [think I can assure the Conference that, with a view of relieving the 
States as far as possible, the Commonwealth Government. will be 
prepared to arrange for the supply of all forms required in con- 
nexion with the transmission of information to the Commonwealth 
Statistician. 


88. The main object of these last few suggestions is to avoid as far as possible 
the necessity of the direct collection of statistical data within the limits embraced by 
the forms submitted to the Conference. and by virtue of the powers conferred under 
the Commonwealth Census and Statisties Act. 

89. From what has been said, it will be realized that from the stand-point of 
the Commonwealth, uniformity of statistical practice and method is regarded as indis- 
pensable, that is, a uniformity based on these fundamental elements, viz. :—Statistical 
areas, statistical ageregates, and mode of presentation. 

90. In conclusion, may [ thank you for the most patient attention you have 
given me, and express the hope that your labours now will, as a crowning result of 
your labours in the past, make it possible to place Australasian Statistics and 
statistical methods in the first rank, and secure that unity of action and co-ordination 
of effort, which must constitute the foundation of any Statistic worthy of the 
Commonwealth in which our individual freedom is perfected in the solidarity of the 
whole.
